“We fear he has only weeks 
to live - and he simply doesn’t 
care anymore.” 





“It’s just so sad to see him 
wasting away like this.” 

Ironically, Reynolds was a 
star most of his early life. In 
high school and college, he 
was a top football player. After 
injuries wrecked his college 
gridiron career, he headed for 
Hollywood. 

Following a few bit parts on 


The 79-year-old Smokey 
and the Bandit star was 
once a strapping 5-foot- II, 
175-pound running back at 
Florida State and a global 
sex symbol. He made history 
after posing nude in Cosmo- 
politan magazine in 1972 and 
was once one of Tinseltown’s 
highest paid actors. 

But now, battles 


with heart disease and pain pill 
addiction combined with shat- 
tering financial setbacks have 
left him a lonely recluse at his 
Hobe Sound, Fla., estate in his 
desperate final days. 

“Burt mopes alone in his 
mansion trying to understand 
why he’s been 
reduced 


to such a lowly state,” says an- 
other source. “He’s bitter and 
consumed by regrets and seems 
to have lost the will to live.” 

Says another source, “He’s 
lost so much weight and his 
right knee buckles when he 
walks, even with 
the help of a 
cane.

TV in the late ’50s, he 
landed regular roles 
on 1960’s drama Riv- 
erboat and then the hit 
western Gunsmoke. 

From then on, he 
was busy on TV and 
then broke through 
on the silver screen in 
1972’s Deliverance, as 
the tough archer who 
defends his city slicker 
pals from Georgia 
hillbilly s. 

Then came hits like 
The Longest Yard and 
the Bandit movies making him a box 
office king. Off-screen, he was catnip 
to gals. He had a two-year marriage to 
actress Judy Came and five-year union 
with Loni Anderson. His list of galpals 
includes Catherine Deneuve, Farrah 
Fawcett, Raquel Welch, Sally Field, 
Tammy Wynette, Dinah Shore and 
tennis star Chris Evert. 

But his life seemed to plunge into a 
downward spiral from the early ’90s. 
Burt filed for divorce from Loni in 1993, 


agreeing to a staggering $40 
million settlement. He was 
also battling an addiction to 
the painkiller Halcion he de- 
veloped fighting a jaw injury. 

His physical problems also 
mushroomed. He underwent 
back surgery in 2009 and later 
that year checked into rehab 
to battle booze and painkiller 
addictions. 

The following year, he had 
quintuple heart bypass sur- 
gery. In 2013, he was rushed to 
the hospital suffering a severe 
case of dehydration and the flu. 
His finances have also plum- 
meted, eaten away by divorce 
settlements, high living and bad 
investments. 

Agony 

For the past years, 
banks have been 
threatening to boot 
him from his $4.9 mil- 
lion estate. Ex-wife 
Anderson has sued 
him for $154,000 he 
still owes from their 
divorce. 

Strapped for cash 
I and trying to ward off 
\ foreclosure, he was 
forced to auction off 
$2.5 million worth of 
his memorabilia last 
year. 

He’s gaunt with 
shrunken eyes and in 
agony from arthritis 
and back pain. 

“The physical and 
mental pain of his 
plight has led Burt back into using 
Halcion,” says another source. 

And sadly, the one-time chick- 
magnet has no girlfriend to keep him 
company. 

“He’s a lonely old man who hobbles 
along on his cane,” says the source. 
“He’s kept awake at night by money is- 
sues and the thought he soon won’t have 
a roof over his head. I don’t think Burt 
cares any more whether he lives or dies. 
It’s tragic.” 
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I N a shocking and brutal showdown, 
livid Prince William accused his father 
Charles of masterminding his mother 
Diana’s murder, royal insiders reveal. 

After learning Queen Elizabeth be- 
lieves Prince Charles had someone

were already divorced. I had no reason to 
want her dead. I loved her in my own way. 
She was the mother of my sons. Fd never 
do that to you and Harry. Fm not a killer. 
And being involved in such a terrible crime 
would surely bring down the monarchy,” 
according to the source. 

William eventually calmed down, “but 
left in turmoil,” the source reveals. 

Another insider says, “Now, William 
doesn’t know who to believe - or who to 
trust besides his wife, Kate, and brother. 
Both are deeply shocked - and Kate 
is pushing him to ask officials 
to reopen the investigation into 
Diana’s death.” 

There’s a growing “mountain of 
evidence pointing to a cover-up 
and murder,” says the insider. 

As GLOBE recently reported. 


Britain’s Monarch has confessed she be- 
lieves Charles had a hand in Diana’s 
death. But an official inquest ruled the 
crash was just a tragic accident. 

However, that conclusion is widely 
viewed as a whitewash riddled with in- 
consistencies and unanswered questions. 

Russian author Gennady Sokolov 
believes agents from the British Secret 
Service carried out the murder - acting on 
orders from the Palace!

“To a great degree, William has been 
living in denial,” says the insider.

“But on the other hand is a mountain of 
doubt.

SMAS occurs when 
the aorta and mesenteric 
arteries pinch part of the 
small intestine - cutting off 
nutrients and starving the 
body. Surgery is highly 
difficult and dangerous. 

In just two years. Brown's 
weight has plummeted 56 
pounds - ONE THIRD of her 




body weight, leaving her 
skeletal, weak and in agony 
from daily bouts of vomiting. 

"I was vibrant, social, 
healthy and spirited - and 
now I'm in constant pain, rely 
on others and I'm confined 
to my home most days," she 
says. 

"The disease has taken 
everything. Time spent with 
family used to be recre- 
ational and fun. The more 
ill I become, the more those 
things come to a halt." 

She also has to suffer from 
the cruel looks and remarks 
of strangers who think she 
has an eating disorder like 
anorexia. 



Her husband, Patrick, fears 
for her life, saying, "I am 
terrified her condition can 
become worse." 

Once, the Wisconsin beauty 
lived a full life and even mod- 
eled. But then SMAS struck 
and her appetite began to 
vanish. 

"I wasn't noticing the 
weight loss at first, just that 
suddenly I wouldn't be able 
to eat as much as I used to," 
she recalls. 

When she realized her 
weight was plunging, "I was 
scared," she says. Then she 
was hit by crippling pain 
that felt like "two metal fists 
grabbing as tight as possible 
and twisting my intestines." 

Brown was diagnosed 
with the rare disorder after 
visiting three hospitals and 
undergoing a slew of CT 
scans. Now, she eats through 
a stomach tube. 

Two operations have failed 
to correct the condition, and 
her future reportedly looks 
grim. 

Says her husband, "I'm 
scared."

A rmy brass triggered 
a firestorm by booting 
decorated Green Beret 
Charles Maitland after 
roughed up a perverted 
Afghan cop who raped a 
12-year-old boy then beat the 
kid’s mom when she confronted 
him! 

Now, the Bronze Star winner 
is battling to get back his job, 
while Pentagon brass decline 
to comment on their outrage- 
ous action against the heroic 
sergeant, who was slapped 
with an involuntary discharge. 

Stand for what’s right 

But Martland should 
be applauded for his 
actions, not punished 
says Congressman 
Duncan Hunter (R- 
Calif.) who insists the 
soldier “was left with 
no other choice but 
to intervene” and the 
“Army should stand 
up for what’s right 
and not side with 
a corrupt Afghan 
police officer.” 

The drama unfolded 
when the 12-year-old 
and his mom showed

“He confessed to the crime 
and laughed about it,” recalls 
Quinn. “He kept laughing.” 

Infuriated, the Green Berets 
shoved him around, tossed him 
on the ground and roughed him 
up. The creep complained - and 
the next day Martland and 
Quinn were reassigned. Later, 
they were relieved of their jobs 
pending an investigation. 

Hero 

Says a former counterterror- 
ism expert, “I would have given 
Martland an award.” Instead, 
the former Florida State foot- 
ball player, 33, was kicked out 
of the Army. 

Still, Martland is a hero to the 
men who served with him. 

In 2008, the Boston native 
was part of a 12-man unit bat- 
tling evil Taliban killers in 
Kunduz Province when the 
team was ambushed. 

Martland heroically dashed 
through a hail of enemy bullets, 
leaped into the Humvee’s gun 
turret and gave covering fire to 
his beleaguered buddies. 

“I thought he was gone,” says 
one Green Beret. “Then he came 
out of nowhere to save us.” 

For his heroism, he was 
awarded the Bronze Star. But 
protecting a kid and his mom 
cost Martland the job he loved. 
Quinn was also discharged and 
is now working on Wall Street. 

“It’s sad to think a child rapist 
is put above our elite military 
operators,” says a furious Rep.

On Oct. 23, 2012, Poulin 
stabbed his helpless grand- 
ma 72 times!

He beat her with a golf club 
and bashed in her skull 
with a crescent wrench. 

Evidence 

“It is difficult to imagine a 
more savage killing,” says 
an investigator. 

Covered in blood, Poulin 
torched Noel’s body and 
her bedroom to destroy any 
evidence , say police. When 
he fled, he locked the door 
behind him - figuring it 


would help his alibi. 

Poulin told cops he was 
out running errands at 
the time of his grandma’s 
murder. But surveillance 
video taken at places he’d 
supposedly visited - and a 
lack of receipts - blew giant 
holes in his story. 

And forensic tests proved 
blood on one of his boots 
matched the victim’s DNA.

THE BODY WAS UNRECOGNIZABLE’ 


Bloodthirsty band 

“I brought my son here be- 
cause they were killing people,” 
Lucia said at the family’s 
home near Miami, Fla. “I never 
imagined people would do 
something like that to him here.” 

The students all attended 
the Homestead Jobs Corps 
campus, a federally operated 
school for kids ages 16 to 24. 


Cops believe deranged 
Kaheem Arbelo, 20, led the 
bloodthirsty band. He was 
the bespectacled victim’s 
roommate and an alleged 
drug dealer. According to 
police, a chilling confession 
from three of the suspects 
details how they planned the 
murder for weeks before lur- 
ing Jose to the woods and 


ambushing him on June 28. 

Arbelo, Jonathan Lucas, 18, 
and Christian Colon, 19, start- 
ed slashing Guardado with a 
machete, say lawmen. 

A detective wrote, “The 
victim made one last attempt 
to fight off the attackers at 
which time (Arbelo) struck 
the victim with the machete 
several more times until the 


victim’s face caved in.” 

The fiends then buried Jose, 
who was still alive, in a shal- 
low grave before burning their 
clothes and his belongings, 
cops charge. The killers also 
stashed the murder weapon 
and shovel, police say. 

While Lucas and Colon re- 
turned to school, Arbelo and 
another alleged accomplice, 
Desiray Strickland, 18, stayed 
behind to have sex, police say. 

Sadly, Jose’s older brothers 
found his body three days af- 
ter the murder when they saw 
two feet sticking out of the 
ground in a burned area. 

“The body was unrecogniz- 
able and decomposed,” says 
cousin Ana Morales. “His 
brothers could not resist look- 
ing at it. They were crazy with 
grief hoping it was not Jose.” 
But it was - and the boy’s 
relatives are crying for^ 
justice!

T he busboy who 
comforted Robert 
F. Kennedy after he 
was gunned down in 
the kitchen of L.A.’s 
Ambassador Hotel 
blames himself for the beloved 
politician’s death! 

An iconic photo shows then- 
1 7-year-old Juan Romero 
kneeling by Kennedy, holding 
his head. But the Mexican im- 
migrant believes Bobby may 
have dodged the assassin’s 
bullets if he hadn’t stopped to 
shake hands with Romero in 
the wee hours of June 5, 1968. 

Romero says he “dreaded” 
the annual anniversary of the 
tragedy and was eaten alive by 
guilt for his role in the killing. 

Just as Romero reached out 
to grasp the presidential can- 
didate’s hand, shots rang out 
from the .22-caliber pistol of 
Palestinian fanatic Sirhan 
Sirhan, who was convicted of 
the murder. 

The bullets took Kennedy’s 
life - and killed a piece of 
Romero’s soul. He’s been

haunted by the thought that 
RFK would have lived - if they 
hadn’t shaken hands. 

Just hours before the 
shooting, the hotel worker 
had delivered room service 
to RFK and was struck by his 
demeanor. 

“He made me feel like a regu- 
lar citizen,” says Romero, who 
came to the U.S. when he was 
10. “He didn’t look at my color, 
he didn’t look at my position - 
and he shook my hand.”

Romero placed rosary beads 
in his hands. Bobby spoke to 
him. 

“First he asked, Js everybody 


OK?”’ recalls Romero. “I told 
him, ‘Yes, everybody’s OK.’ 
And then he turned away from 
me and said, ‘Everything’s 
going to be OK.’” 

Of course, it wasn’t. Kennedy 
died 26 hours later at age 42. 

Romero says he went to 
school the next day with RFK’s 
blood still caked under his fin- 
gernails because he couldn’t 
bear to wash it away. He soon 
quit his job at the Ambassador 
and eventually settled in San 
Jose, Calif., where, at 65, he 
still works as a paver. 

He’s only recently started to 
come to terms with his heart- 
break. After 47 years, he was 
finally able to take a close look 
at the historic photo of himself 
with the dying senator.

THE BATTLE against Al- 
zheimer’s disease has taken 
two major steps forward, say 
experts. 

A simple saliva test can 
detect the mind-robbing disease 
before symptoms even develop 
- and a new drug slows the rate 
of mental decline for people 
suffering with the disease. 

Researchers at Canada’s 
University of Alberta looked 
at the saliva of three groups of 
people: 35 with normal aging 
cognition, 25 with mild cogni- 
tive impairment and 22 with 
Alzheimer’s. 

Using protein analysis tech- 
nology, they found specific 
biomarkers in the saliva of 
those with Alzheimer’s or mild 
cognitive impairment that

differed from the normal group. 

“Saliva is very easy to collect 
and transport, which will en- 
hance participation” in testing, 
says lead researcher Shraddha 
Sapkota. 

Dr. Dean Serzai, director of 
the Alzheimer’s Disease Pre- 
vention Program, says that’s 
important because the earlier 
the disease is detected, “the 
more we can have an effect on 
the outcome.” 

Meanwhile, a promising new 
drug, solanezumab, targets the 
clumps of amyloid proteins that 
build into plaques and interfere 
with brain cell connections. 

It may be the first drug to 
treat the disease itself rather 
than just the symptoms, say 
experts. 

Dr. Doug Brown of the British 
Alzheimer’s Society calls the 
advancements “exciting news.” 


He says there is a “strong 
suggestion” treating people in 
the earliest stages of Alzheim- 
er’s with “antibody treatments 


could be the best way to slow 
or stop the disease.”

T V talk legend Larry King 
is so certain he’s dying, the 
81-year-old is planning his 
own funeral - and can’t stop 
talking about death! 

Now, the former CNN host, who 
suffers from heart problems and 
other illnesses, has been ordered 
by his eighth wife, Shawn South- 
wick, to “knock it off” and stop 
obsessing about his end because 
“he started to upset their teenage 
sons,” Chance, 16, and Cannon, 
15, says a source. 

“He kept saying, ‘Listen, I’m not 
going to be around much longer, 
boys. Whatever you do, don’t let 
your mother put me in a home,’ ” 
Southwick told a source. 

King is so “fixated on dying,” 
he and his Mormon wife recently 
“met with some insurance and 
lawyer types to go over their fam- 
ily trust,” says the source. 

The famed interviewer, who 
was booted from his CNN Larry 


King Live show after 25 years in 
2010 and replaced by Piers Mor- 
gan, also pops Human Growth 
Hormone pills and is planning his 
own send-off. 

Born Lawrence Harvey Zeiger 
and raised Jewish, “the funeral 
service would be at a synagogue, 
out of respect to his mother,” says 
the source. 

King expects a host of the celebs 
he’s met and interviewed to attend 


and give eulogies. He’s count- 
ing on former President Bill 
Clinton to show, too. 

“1 think Clinton might speak,” 
he says. “1 bet he’d do it.” 

But after the service. King re- 
fuses to be hauled off to a grim 
graveyard to be buried. 

Instead, he has opted for cry- 
onics, having his body frozen 
and maintained for the day he 
might be brought back to life by 
advanced future medicine. 

“He has arranged to have his 
body frozen and then thawed 
out when researchers discover 
a cure for whatever killed him,” 
says the source. 

Ironically, King believes the 
people who support cryonics 
are “nuts.” 

“But at least if he knows he 
will be frozen, he will die with a 
shred of hope,” says the source. 

Aside from Father Time, 
King’s greatest health enemy 
is his heart. His dad died of a

heart attack when the star was 
just 9 years old and “that is what 
probably initiated his own death 
obsession,” says the source. 

Notes King, “I took that as my 
father abandoning me.” 

While he has suffered from 
prostate cancer and is diabetic, 
he’s been battling heart disease 
for nearly three decades. He 
suffered a heart attack at age 53 
in 1987 and later that year had 
quintuple bypass surgery. 

A decade later, he underwent 
angioplasty to remove a block- 
age. Then in 2007, surgeons 
removed another blockage in 
his carotid artery. 

With heart problems haunt- 
ing his daily life. King regularly 
talks about those he wants at 
his funeral and the one person 
who will be banned - his TV 
replacement. Piers Morgan. 

King bitterly concedes he was 
fired by CNN. Prior to his de- 
parture, the network had given 
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him three year contracts, but i 
that last time, they only offered 
a one-year pact. 

“I saw it as the writing on the 
wall,” he says. 

He was re- 
placed by snooty 
Morgan, who has 
called King a “poi- 
sonous twerp” 
and a “graceless, 
petty little man.” 

But King got 
the last laugh 
when Morgan’s CNN gig was 
canceled after just three years. 

Still, he has regrets - like 
having prostate cancer surgery 
that ended his ability “to get it 
up.” At the time, cancer survivor 
Joe Torre, former manager of 
the New York Yankees, told 
him, “What would you rather 
do, have sex or die?” 

His answer now is he wants to 
die in bed - with another guy’s 
wife!

‘Confessed’ 

“It was a fast track life,” 
Dean confessed before his 
death from Parkinson’s dis- 
ease. “I was making $50,000 a 
week. I had the Ferraris and 
beautiful women... and my life 
was empty. Really empty.” 

Dean, who starred in movies 
including The Shaggy D.A. and 
The Love Bug series, hid his 
self-destructive behavior from 
the world. The star of TV’s 


Ensign O’Toole even had Walt 
Disney hoodwinked. 

“ ‘Dean, you’re a perfect fit for 
these pictures. You’re such a 
good family man!’ ” Dean said 
Disney once told him. 

“I wasn’t a good family man,” 
Dean later said. “I was showing 
up at home smelling of perfume 
that wasn’t my wife’s.” 

His first marriage collapsed. 
His depression worsened. 
Then, a few months after mar- 
rying second wife Lory Patrick

Snuka and

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L egendary wrestler Jimmy 
“Superfly” Snuka has been 
pinned with a murder rap - 
he’s finally been charged with 
brutally beating his former 
mistress to a pulp 32 years ago. 

A grand jury indicted the 
72-year-old ring Hall of Earner 
for the murder and involun- 
tary manslaughter of Nancy 
Argentine on May 11, 1983. 

Top Hollywood private eye 
Paul Huebl noted that explosive 
new evidence - and Snuka’s 
stomach cancer - likely means 
he will die behind bars. 

“This proves that even after 32 
years, there can still be justice,” 
says the former Chicago cop. 

Now, Snuka is trying to beat 
the rap by claiming he’s mentally 
incompetent from all the shots to 
the head he’s taken in the ring 
over the years. He showed up in 
court in a wheelchair and hooked 
to a feeding tube. 

“Ask him a question and 
he smiles and nods,” says his 
lawyer William E. Moore. 
“Ask him enough questions 
and he’ll admit to the Kennedy 
assassination.” 

But in 1983, the grappler, who 
was married with four kids, 
called paramedics to the motel 
room in Whitehall Township, 
Pa., he shared with galpal 
Argentine. The 23-year-old 
beauty was found unconscious 
and died shortly afterward in the 
hospital. 

Snuka, then 39, told cops she

Prosecutors recently told 
the grand jury that Snuka 
had beaten Argentine and 
then neglected to call for 
medical help for at least 12 
hours. 

“The grand jury was 
finally presented with 
all the versions Snuka 
told over the years, 
plus the CSI evidence 
and a blockbuster 


autopsy report,” notes Huebl. 

“They determined there was 
enough evidence to send Snuka 
to trial. Prosecutors say the 
wrestler gave his girlfriend the 
kind of beatdown he used on his 
ring foes, then purposely left her 
to slowly die for 12 hours while 
he went drinking with two other 
buddies. 

“When he came back Nancy 
was catatonic and dripping 
spinal fluid from her nose and 
mouth. She had traumatic brain 
injury and she died.”
